ance of Nature Perhaps In 


' T 
Remote Past. 


One "of th'e zoological details "connect- 


ed with, the rat is Its failure to sus- 
-tain any discoverable relation -with 
the balance of nature. The balance 
of nature seems remarkably even, all 
orer the world, for no kind of life can 
become wholly extinct without affect- 
lug prejudicially tita_general environ- 
ment. 
: The rat seems the solitary "excep- 
tion to the general experience that in- 
terference with the fauna of an envi- 
ronment invites disaster through an 
.upset of the balance of nature, says a 
•writer In Current Opinion. Other 
forms of life, vegetable or animal, up- 
set It by their absence. It was thought 
.•unta recently that a peculiar species 
of flea could thrive upon the rat alone, 
but some doubt Is thrown "upon this 
Idea bjr jreporta of plague Investiga- 
tors, 
. 
- 


i Inere Is, however, another view of 
Ihe connection of the rat with the 
balance of nature, according to the 
Paris Re-rue Sclentinque. 
The ro- 


"deat has achieved Its taste, performed 
Its duty. The work was accomplished 
In past centuries, probably in Asia. 
Rats -wfll attack very large organisms. 
Even the elephant Is not respected. It 
Is -widely known that certain varieties 
Df Asiatic elephants have a great dread 
»f rats. Cases are recorded la which 
b huge elephant feas succumbed to 
wounds made In Its feet by rats. The 
rats gnaw the hoofs of horses when It 
can get at them. It -would exterminate 
the pig if It could find a neutral In 
man. 


In brief. aU the "evidence suggests 


that there has raged In the past a 
great -warfare between the rat and 
certain gigantic forms of life. The 
brown rat seems to hare had much to 
do \sltb. the extinction of certain 
great beasts in Asia. 
Perhaps the 


mastodon was routed by the rat. In 
feny event, the rat may have played a 
glorious part In eliminating the bulky 
monsters that la time past kept man 
down numerically Just as today the 
robin plays a glorious part In elim- 
inating from the soil the pests that 
otherwise wpald keep the .crops 
flows. 
The rery voracltr of the rat Ernst 


Bare been of great zoological Impor- 
tance when Jt had to attack, i>erha?s. 
a herd o£ mastodons. The rats trav- 
eled, then, evident^, la swaras. They 
swass rivers In swarms. Nothi^S could 
stand theso or -withstand them. Having 
eaten up everything that couid not 
ran or fly or fight back, the rat rcm- 
ed to Europe n=d had to satisfy Itself 
•with new habits and different foods. 
Its connection with the balance of na- 
ture was destroyed and Jt Is tocay a 
meaningless survival with noth'.as Cut 
a somewhat docitfnl claim to a char- 
acteristic flea.
